yea, unnatural practiſes of the Spaniards, in theſe 


parts, andelſcwhere , which may ſufficiently de- 
lincate him in his deſerved colours, that whote- 
eyer bcholds him may mourn to ſee this Hazael fo 
to tyrannize over the innocent , and that the Lord ſhould permit, 
and the carth bear ſuch an unheard of monſter ; yet norwithſtan-, 
ding much more might be addcd in ſundry other particulars , as the 
Dutch*Chronicles mention , and other Writers haue well fer out :

Bur he pretended this to be the cauſe of his wroth, becauſe he 
ſaw that there were ſame among them , that d:d defie the Pope and 
all his Religion: but that could nor be, for the Gitie of Aelſt was 
as ſuperſt r-ons in thar Religion as Rome itlelfc 3 for they did perſe- 
cure the Reformed Religion even unto death : and yet for all that 
both they , and 170 fair villages rnat bzlunged unto them, were by 
them plundercd and ſpoyled of all their goods, and many of them 
wounded and turmented for to confclle where thuir mony was, and. 
many were killed. Thus much by the way, 

My ſcepe and chiefe intzart,is to ſhew the firft and juſt cauſe of rhe 
warres in the Netherlands ; wherby the diligent Reader ( not parti- 
ally affe&tcd ) may olcarly underſtand , that the Netherlanders did 
not rebelliouſly take up Armes againſt a lawful Prince, ( as ſome ig- 
norantly thinke and {pcake ) but juſtly and rc ligiouſly defend them-

For in all Chriſtndome is thece not a 
Nation more foouliſh and indiſcreet, and whole levitic and incon- 
ſRancie may ſooner, be deceived then theſe Netherlanders, and God 
puniſherh chem accordingly.

rors, no man'had any affurance of life or goods for a day , but were 
f in danger contiuually to be called into queſtion,cither for the law of 
their God, or for ſome work of mercie,which either religion, mo- 
ral equitie, or the bond of nature called for : or elſe if they had co 
loux for none of theſe,they would impoſe ſuch unreaſonable taxa» 
tions, which if the Cormorants had not their gorges crambed full, 
they would make prey of all, whether by right or wrong it mattered: 
nor, Bur tay purpoſe being to ayoyd prolixitic,and to palle by ime 
pertinencies and needlefle 1eperitions, I wil come to that I inten= 
ded. Inthe yeare 1565 a match was concluded for the Prince of 
Parma, and the nupr'als were ſolemnized at Braxels,whither all the 
Nobilitie and Gentry of the countrey were invited, and according= 
ly there met of them about foure hundred , who like faithfull Ado- 
ſes being grieved ro ſee the daily oppiefſion of their brethren by the 
hard w. maſters of the Inqu fition, who not onely robbed them of 
thc ir goods, butalio by inhumane cruelty, and unnatura)l-burchery, 
deprived them of their lives, who daily led them as ſheepe unto the 
/ ſtaghter: The conlideration hereof they joyntly layd to heart, and 
hereupon{(being met upon this occaſion) they relolved to preſent al / 
pctit'onto the Princelle of Parma, which they did the 5 of April 
NCXT 
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next following. The Earle: of Breedrod delivering the . petition, 
humbly requeſted a favourable anſwer. Three dayes after they re- 
ceived this anſwer, viz. they ſhould ſend two of their Noblemen to 
the king,by whom ſhe would write in their behalfe. The Lord of 
Barlaymont being preſent, after their departure ſay (Gkg 4 flattering 
Conrtier) they were acumpany of Raſcals and. Beggars. | 
It was concluded that the Marqueſle of Bargen, and the Lord of

The 26 of Auguſt 4nno 1566, the Princeſſe of Parma (cnt for the 
Genttie, rcltin Fins ſhe had received letters from the King, con- 
taining-promile that all. ſhould be well}, . and- that the Inquiſition 
ſhould ceaſe. And for the Proclamations they ſhould nor” be of 
force, but his Majeſtie would take ſuch order as they and the Stare 
ſhould wel like of. The Princeſle alſo gue them toleration for their 
Religion, on condition they ſhould notdeface, nor break downe 
the ocmaments of the Churthes : for, there had been' before this 
time vilde and lewd perſons that frequented the mectinigs, of the, 
Reformed ;- theſe went intorhe Papiſts Churches, ſtole their filyer:
